The recou nt action being brou ght by' the 
Repu blican party is beginning to compou nd 
the confu sion that has su rrou nded the issu e 
from the beginning.

The Wall Street Jou rnal sees Uncle Sam 
as a Santa Clau s to nations, and notes that 
he did a good job of filling the stock ings both 
of Poland and Yu goslavia—an act especially 
noteworthy^ at this moment becau se both re ­ 
cipients are u nder Commu nist dispensation 
and theoretically Commu nists are against 
Christmas and all it stands for.

And the special hou se elections committee 
ha.s voted 3 to 2 
for a recommendation 
against giving him a seat m Congress. 
The party is on solid grou nd in requ iring 
Alford to live as an independent for that is 


what he is. He may be a registered Demo­ 
crat in Ark ansas bu t he sou ght election as a 
segregationist, not as a Democrat, and he 
defeated 
the 
only 
officially 
recognized 
Democrat in the race. 
Bu t the qu estion of Alford’s right to sit 
in Congress has nothing to do with his at­ 
titu de on i.ssu es. Rather it rests on the legal­ 
ity of his election. It is not illegal to ru n as 
a write-in candidate ^nd to deny that wou ld 
be to cu rb the rights of the electors.
